? .General Bacut, youthful leader of the Hoa 
is defying the Government of Roman Catholic Premier Ngo: Dinh Diem, 
predicted-today that heavy and widespread fighting would break out in 


South Vietnam by the end of March. 
The 8f-year-old war lord interviewed in his headquarters in the Mekong delta, 
sald Diem planned to launch a big pperation against him and he would fight back. 


Reporters reached his hideout 
by travelling in a boat along a 
maze of tree-lined waterways. 

With his long-flowing hair, 
‘handsome and boyish face and 
mystical decp-set cyes, Bacut 
looked more like a phet or 
peet than a renowne? soldier az 
he outlined the position of his 
forees on military upits, 

He showed reporters the cap- 
tured battle order of the Vict- 
namese army written on an 
oMcial note paper which, he 
sald, was signed by the Chief 
of Staff, General Le Van Ty. 

(It was dated March 9 and 
sald ‘the Vietnamese army would 
laungh a series of ‘operations 
against Bacut using one division 
— about 7,000 men — of Nung 
troops from the borders of

Washington, Mar. 20, 

A new approach to the deadlocked question of 
disarmament may come out of Mr Harold Stassen’s 
appointment as full-time, cabinet-ranking execu- 
tive to deal with the problem, diplomatic sources 


said today. 


President Eisenhower created the new post. of 
Special Assistant on Disarmament Problems last
